are under arrest, charged with stabbing to 
death Walter F. Koeller at 880% Fulton 
street on Saturday night. They were picked 
up by a policeman in Grand Crossing, as 
they were trudging along the Illinois Central 
track over cinders and ties on a Jong journey 
to south Africa. The suspects were brought 
to Chicago and at the Warren Avenue Police 
Station yesterday were identified by several 
persons as the young men who went to Koel- 
ler’s room in Fulton street on the fatal night 
and left it just after the victim’s dying 
| Screams were heard. Furthermore, they 
were heavily armed and one of them hada 
bloody knife. 

George Koeller, brother of the siurdated 
} man, looked the prisoners over, and said 
they were former companions of Walter and 
himself back in their native town of Her- 
mann, Mo. They had followed the brothers 
to Dixon, Ill., for educational purposes. How 
or why they appeared here he did not know. 


| Hundhausen had decided to go to south 
Africa. Evidently they were ablaze with 
an ambition of the dime novel order. In 
Chicago the only persons they knew were 
the Koellers. The brothers were doing well. 
To replenish their .depleted purses it is 
thought the suspects killed Walter Koeller. 
It is known-he had money—perhaps $40—on!y 
25 cents was found on him after the murder. 
The suspects had nearly $10 when arrested. 


Prisoners Deny Their Guilt. 
After’ the suspects had persistently denied 
any knowledge of the murder for several 
hours they were separated and questioned in 
the hope of a confession, but up. to midnight 
| each his innocence. They ad- 
mitted only that they knew the Koellers. 
| The theory that rivals of Walter Koeller 
for the hand of Miss Jessie Horn of Shirley, 
IlL, committed the crime was abandoned 
with the arrest of Honeck and Hundhausen. 
These.men do not know Miss Horn. She 
was engaged to Mr. Koeller and was to be 
married to him in the spring.

After listening to the stories of both men 
George Koeller tried in vain to frame a 
theory that would explain their assault 
on his brother. He denied that any founda- 
tion existed for the belief that a love af- 
fair at Dixon had caused Hundhausen to 
plan the killing. He was inclined to ascribe 
the assault to the fact that he and his. 
brother had been far more successful in 
life than the prisoners, and that feelings 
of jealousy had prompted the murder. The 
police took no stock in this theory.

‘Thinks Koeller Was Robbed. 
- A second search. was made of the clothing 
and effects of the prisoners for the purse, 
but it was not found. The discovery of a $5 
bill in Honeck’s pocket and $4.45 in Hund- 
hausen’s clothing led Chief Kipley to assert 
he was satisfied robbery had been the mo- 
tive. 

“Those fellows were planning a trip to 
Africa,” said the Chief, “‘and they needed 
money. Neither had earned anything for 
months. They had to. have money to buy 
food with on the way tothe coast. The only 
‘persons they knew in Chicago were the 
Koeller .boys, of whose success in business 
they were acquainted. I am inclined to 
think they went to Koeller’s room to rob 
him, and meeting with resistance stabbed 
him. The cuts on Walter Koeller’s hands 
show he made a fight.”’

whom Koeller was éngaged, but this did 
not amount to anything. I am amazed at 
the story told by Rothamel as to the pres- | 
ence of Honeck at the school last week. 
There are now nearly 400 summbr students, 
and Honeck must have been exceedingly 
mysterious in his movements to escape the 
notice of all the students but one. No one 
elsé saw him. I do not remember him per- 
sonally, but the bocks of the college show 
that he attended here about four years ago.

Miss Horn Is Prostrated. —

Miss Horn is the 19-year-old daughter of 
James Horn, a wealthy farmer living eight 
mileg south of this place. She had not been 
informed of the murder of the man to whom 


| of the deed. My first impulse is to connect 


the rivalry between Walter and some of the 
other college men with the affair, but the 
lack: of definite proof might do innocent 
persens great injustice. I never heard 
Walter mention any events in his earlier 
life in Missouri which ceuld have led to 
murder.

KILLS WIFE, CHILD, AND SELF. 
Henry Emde, a Oarpenter, Commits

After shooting his wife Emma to death 
and fatally wounding his favorite child, 
Hilda, 5 years old, Henry Emde, a carpenter, 
severed the arteries in his wrists and then 
hanged himself on the kitchen door hinge 
in his house, in the rear of 358 West Belmont 
avenue, some time between 2 and 6 o'clock 
. yesterday morning. Hilda died shortly be- 
fore noon at St. Elizabeth's Hospital. Emde 
was dead when found. He was 54 years old

Emde had had trouble with his wife and 
neighbors for years. Mrs. Emde recently 
had taken legal steps to secure support for 
herself and children. Emde is said to have 
owned real estate, including the house in 
front of the dwelling where the crime was 
committed, worth $5,000. A rambling letter, 
written in German, which was found beside 
the body, showed that the murder and suil- 
cide were premeditated.

In Germany, by the law of 1880, practically 
all wage-earners receive pensions after the 
completion of their seventieth year; during 
1802 over 400,000 persons received pensions, 
amounting to $18,000,000, of which one-half 
was paid by the government. Official esti- 
mates are that 12,144,580 Germans out of 
52,270,901 may claim benefits under the law. 
Denmark grants old age relief to necessi- 
tous persons over 60 years of age, and the 
pension must be sufficient for the needs of 
the applicant and his family. There are 
$6,246 Danes, with 14,223 persons dependent 
upon them, who receive pensions under this 
In France provision for old ago is 
obligatory for seamen and miners, while 
other classes of workers are encouraged to 
buy annuities from the government. Aged 
miners receive pensions in Austria from a 
fund formed by compulsory contributions 
from mine-owners. Italy, Sweden, Norway, 


‘and Holland are considering the plan. Thus 


provision for old age is becoming well-nigh 
universal in Burope. One idea that does 
not seem to have occurred abroad is that 
while the tide of emigration of the younger 
workers to the United States and other 
countries will continue, the old age pensions

The compara- 
tive absence of strikes is in itself an in- 
d@ication that the labor unions are com- 
img under wiser and more conservative 
leadership than in the past. As long as 
they continue to use their strength wisely 
and fairly they will have the increasing 
respect of the community at large. * 

Bverybody wishes well to the sturdy army 
of skilled toilers who are preparing to fol- 
low their union banners with fife and drum 
through the etreets today.

Acting President Manderson of the 

American Bar associa said in his ad- 

dress to that body: 

en considering the course of State lexislation on 


explained by the necessities of politics. When it 
is considered that labor cost is the larwe percent- 
age of everything that is made and sold. it seems 
strange there should be no inhibition upon organ!- 
zations that exercise a complete and monopolistic 
control of about all the trades and exist to main- 
tain the price of @rages or to increase them. We 
read no enactment and hear no denunciation of 
combinations that, by most drastic methods. fre- 
quently bring Widespread ruin in their train, 
and largely to the cost of both the conveniences 
and necessaries of life. 


Of the many contradictions to be found 
in the statutes none seems stranger to 
Mr. Manderson than that “combinations 
‘May exist and be fostered to advance to 
the consumer the cost of labor, but organiza- 
tions to advance the price of the finished ar- 
ticle are to be punished with severity.” 
What has seemed to some the inconsistency 
of excluding trades unions from the scope 
of anti-trust, legislation can be explained 
on other grounds than “the necessities 
of politics.” At the same time it is only 
fair to admit that “ organized labor,” hav- 
ing many votes, while “ organized capital ” 
has few votes, no Legislature would ven- 
ture to enact anti-trades union laws even 
if those unions were confessedly “ trusts.” 

‘The anti-trust laws are leveled at organi- 
zations which seek to regulate the price of 
commodities. A political economist finds 
it convenient often to speak of labor as 
& commodity. The laws do not so regard 
it. Public sentiment does not so. esteem 
it: Labor assists in making commodities, 
but is not a commodity itself, except when 
the laborer is 4 slave. The time was when 
tabor organizations were unlawful. The 
state attempted to regulate wages and 
made it an offense for wage-workers to in- 
terfere in the matter. The wage-workers 
persisted in their struggle in the teeth of 
bitter and violent opposition. They have 
succeded in establishing firmly their right 
to organize and to regulate wages to the 


extent of their ability, It is too late in 
the day to question the right of unions to 


ase ail peaceful means to secure the most 
‘they-can for their members, It is true that

, the unions sometimes are guilty of the 


acts Mr. Manderson charges them with. 
Nevertheless the unions are here to stay. 

The principle that workingmen have a 
right to combine to put up wages has been 
conceded and will not be abandoned.

TRADING IN TRANSFERS. 
A week ago Tue Trisuns called at- 
tention to the evil of connivance by adults 
—parents, pawnbrokers, and junk dealers 
—at juvenile stealing, and to their guilty 
participation in its results. Another re- 
lated case of adult dereliction’ now calls 
for notice. It is that of complicity by 
grown people in a less heinous act than 
that of clandestine theft, but nevertheless 
a throughly reprehensible offense—namely: 
that of juvenile trading in transfers on 
street cars or at corners, te 
This is apparently an abuse of recent 
practice and one confined chiefly to the 
south and southwest sections of the city. It 
is, however, one which, beside prejudicing 
the case of the public in its demand for 
adequate transfer privileges, is fraudulent, 
and whatever its influence upon adults 
who’ are parties to it, its effects on the 
children who are its active agents are of 
a serious nature. For this reason, if for 
no other, grown-up people—well-dreseed 
men, for example, who are quite as apt 
as any others to be the offenders—ought 
to be above encouraging euch a fraud 
for the paltry benefit to their pockets of one, 
or two, or, nee three pennies, | 
The small boy or girl who begs a trans 
fer gratis, or exchanges a penny or a penny 
paper for it, and then sells it at a slight 
profit, is quite as conscious as the passen- 
gers concerned that the transaction is an 
illegitimate one. He or she understands 
perfectly that it is a piece of pure swindling, 
and its easy gains are its worst danger. 
No man has any business to work off 
his grudge against a street car company 
by abetting such a demoralizing practice 
among children, and if regard for his own 
standards does not effectually restrain him 
from such petty cheating, consideration for 
the morals of the children involved should 
do so. Indeed, the outspoken condemna- 
tion of witnessing paasengers ought if 
need be to put to shame those who would 
profit by or aid such traffic. 2

AN EARLY AMERICAN DREYFUS. 
_ A writer in the September Century has 
unearthed from the naval records of the 
United States a curious: parallel to the 
Dreyfus case. ~ The victim was Captain 
Uriah P. Levy, a man who was once given 
the freedom of New York City for his serv- 
ices in abolishing flogging in the navy, and 
,who was once personally praised for brav- 
ery by the Emperor of Brazil and offered 
the command of a fine Brazilian frigate, 
though he was then but “ a midshipman and 
a common man.” Though Levy was at 
that moment ostracized and persecuted on 
his own vessel, he declined the offer, say- 
ing that he would rather serve as a cabin 
boy in the United States navy than as 
Captain in any other service in the world. 
Concerning the patriotism, courage, and 
high manly character of this American 


Jew there can be no question, yet he seems 


to have been hounded by a senseless anti- 
Semitic prejudice that is almost incredible 
at the present day. eh: 

The history of Levy’s struggle against 
petty persecution began practically with 
his birth in 1792 and continued almost to 
the end of his long and eventful life, when 
he died in 1862 as the ownet of Monticello, 
the former home of Thomas Jefferson, and 
as a post commander in the navy. During 
that time he was the subject of six court- 
martials, besides being arbitrarily dis- 
missed from the service by a star chamber 
body known as the Shubrick board, and 
subsequently rehabilitated by another 
board. Though he won his way upward 
from the humblest ranks in the service by 
sheer industry and patriotic ability, he 
was. always “incommunicado” among 
those of hig own rank because of his race. 
So. violent “vas the prejudice against him 
that Commodore Stewart, in 1818, was 
compelled to issue a second peremptory 
order before the officers on the frigate 
United States could be induced to receive 
this Jewish Lieutenant. 

As a. Lieutenant he spent nearly the 
whole of his time under arrest or suspen- 
sion. The only officer on board who would 
speak to him was the surgeon.

It is a 
principle in international law that change 
of government does not in any way absoive 
a nation from its treaty obligations. 

Thus, when the late Duke of Orleans, 
grandfather of the present royalist pre- 
tender to the throne of France, married a 
Princess of the reigning house of Mecklen- 
berg-Schwerin in Germany, a treaty was 
negotiated between the Grand Duchy of 
Mecklenberg-Schwerin and France, whereby 
the latter bound itself to pay a largeannuity 
to the bride of the Duke of Orleans until 
the day of her death. The Duchess of Or- 
leans, it may be remembered, lost her hus- 
band after giving birth to the late Count 
of.Paris and the Duke of Chartres (who 
is still living), both Princes having served 
on the staff of General McClellan during the 
civil war in this country. The Orleans 
dynasty was not only deprived of the throne 
of ce, but Mkewise driven into exile by 
the revolution of 1848. Yet, in spite of this, 
the government of the French republic, 
which ruled France from 1848 to 1851, and 
after that the Napoleonic empire, contin-

In 1862, that is to say, 
nearly forty years ago, the kingdom of Naples 
was incorporated by Italy and the King and 
Queen of Naples were driven into exile. The 
Italian government imagined that it had 
done all that was necessary by restoring 
- to the Queen the dowery which she received 
from the Bavarian Treasury and from the 
Bavarian royal family at the time of her 
marriage, but has not paid until this moment 
a cent of the annuity provided for by the 
treaty between Bavaria and the kingdom of 
Naples, although the treaty obligations of 
the latter were naturally assumed by the 
» kingdom of Italy when it absorbed the king- 
of Naples. 

As long as Italy had only Bavaria to face 
in the matter it could afford to turn a deaf 
ear ‘to the claims of the Bavarian govern- 
ment, But now Bavaria intrusts 
the conduct of international relations 
with Italy to the Kaiser, and it is conse- 
quently the imperial German government 
and its embassy at Rome that have taken 
the claims of the ex-Queen of Naples in 
hand and are championing them on the 
ground that she is a German Princess and 
entitled by treaty to an annuity which ghe 
has not received. 

Naturally the accrued amount of this an- 
nuity, together with the interest, totals up 
to a big figure, several millions of dollars 
in fact, the annuity having remained unpaid 
from 1862 until the present day, 1899, and 
negotiations are now in progress with the 
object of inducing the Queen of Naples, who 
has no children, to accept a compromise. 
It is probable that she willdoso. Still at the 
same time the amount which the Italian 
Treasury will have to pay will constitute 
a heavy drain upon its already overbur- 
dened resources, and the fact that it is Ger-

| PLAN TO TEACH SPANISH. 


UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO TO OFFER 
COURSES IN THE LANGUAGE. 


Classes to Be Started at the Main In- 
stitution, at the College for Teach- 
ers, at Newberry Library, and Else- 
where—Growing Commercial Rela- 
‘tions with Countries Where the 
Tongue Is Spoken Reason for Move 
—Miss Edith Cameron Insteecte r 


The University of Chicago,. through its 
class-study department, will make a specia! 
effort during the coming year to arouse an 
interest in the study of the Spanish language 
and literature. Plans are being mada to 
form classes at the university, at the College 
for Teachers, at the Newberry Library, and 
elsewhere in the city, to begin the first week 
in October. 

As a reason for this move it is argued that 
the commercial importance of Spanish for 
the people of this country hardly can be 
overétimated, and that South America, 
Cent America, and Mexico, with an =" 
gregate Spanish-speaking populatio® of 
40,000,000, find their natural market here; 
that Porto Rico has been annexed and Span- 
ish established as its official language; that 
ye and the Philippines are to hold close 

ercial relations with the United States, 
and that with the Spanish trade must come 
use of the Spanish language. 

But as a stronger and higher motivo fer 
taking up the study is set forth the ar- 
gument that he who knows Spanish pos- 
sesses the key to a great literature, and 
that from the point of view of pleasure or of 
culture Spanish is as worthy of study as 
English, German, French, or Italian. Asa 
great national epic it is said that the Spanish 
Iliad, the Cid, is, in the opinion of some crit- 
ics, superior to either the .or the 
Nibelungenlied. 

It is in the drama, however, that the na- 
tional literature of Spain is held.to have 
found its most brilliant expression. A 
numerous and brilliant body of dramatic 
writers flourished in Spain under Philip IV. 
Their chief, Lope de Vega, whose plays were 
performed throughout his career from 
Madrid to Constantinople, was 
only by his successor, Calderon. Among 
this brilliant coterie was a Mexican, Juan 
Ruiz de Alarcon, whose “ Suspicious Truth’ 
has been regarded by critics as the literary 
source of Moliére’s “‘ Misanthrope.” 

During the eighteenth century the national! 
drama fell, but during the nineteenth cen- 
tury there has been a revival of it, and many 
plays have been produced that have been 
counted worthy of the pen of Calderon. 
Among these are “ The Lovers of Ternel’ 
and “ Alphonso, the Chaste,”" by Hartzen- 
busch: “‘ The Maiden’s Yes,"’ by Moratin; 
and “A New Drama,” by Joaquin Esté- 
banez.
